toria to the throne, Louis Phillippe paid a 
friendly vist fo Windsor Castle, and: the 
Queen returned. the visit. It was generally 
acknowledged that eternal peace and friend- 
ship ought to reign. between the two coun- 
tries ; peaco societies were formed in the ci- 
tieg London and Paris, for the purpose of sc- 
curing endless peace throughout the globe ; 
and only four months ago, at tbe funeral 
ceremonies of the Duke’ of Wellington, 
France was represented by her, ordinary 
Embassador at the Court of St, James, 
Count Walewsky, natural son of the Great 
Napoleon. If, under such circumstances, 
Napoleon IIL. should make an unannounced 
and unexpected altack upon England, as is 
rumored, he would give great offence to 
public opinion, both at home and abroad ; and 
public opinion Has risen to such power these 
times, that ho who has st against him is al- 
ready half lost Napoleon I,,at tho height, 
of his power, bad at bis disposal nof only 
the fleet of France, but Jikewise -those of 
Spain, Portugal, Italy, Holland, Denmark 
and Sweden. Now the French fleet would 
have to attack England alone “In the time 
of Napoleon I, the French finances were 
in a flourishing condition, now France is 
depreseed by a heavy national ‘debt, After 
having finished his second great war agaist 
Austria, in 1509, Bonaparte was master of 
the European continent. - Russia. could at 
that time have offered no hindrance to the 
landing of a French army in England. The 
French army was far'moro numerous than 
that of Napoleon III, who besides has to 
protect Algeria, occupied by a French army 
of 60,000 men. If Napoleon HI should 
atlack England, he would expose Fratice to 
the danger of being occupied by the armies 
of the three great northein powers, who, 
doubtless would make a diversion ta favor 
of England if she needed such assistance , 
for England aided the continental powers to 
overthrow the mighty Nupoleon, and she 
could with reason demand assistance against 
lis nephews , n : 

But England needs no agsistance ; her 
fleet 18 superior to that of the French , and 
if a French amy wére tò be landed, the 
whole population of England, which can be 
assembled by the r.ulways in twenty-four 
or at most thirly-six hours, at any deter- 
mined pomt, would crush the assailauts to a 
man. Tho Englsli'aro étóüt, numerous, 
ean be abany moment sufficiently armed with 
uiushets and bayonets, have a shiohg nation: 
al feeling, a great love of hberty, and at 
the same time a hon-hke courage. Besides, 
they aré prepared to receive the Frerich.— 
But the French will not come, and Napoleon 
the Third, though he made two foolish at- 
tacks on France, will not be so foolish as to 
attack the English lion in usdens’ — |.

The latest. European papers inform us 
that lively apprehensions are still felt by 
the English regarding ,the coup de main 
winch tt was at one time so confidently as- 
sumed by their own and American journals 
would be directed against their country by 
the new Emperor of France. We confess 
to have entertained similar apprehensions, 
and to have shared with some of our co 
temporaries the pamc-hhe alarm which 
spread through England at the suddenness 
and boldness of Louis Napoleon's vigorous 
strokes for Empire. Tho recent order of 
the British Government for additional war 
vessels from the hands of a contraclor who 
it 13 rumored, had engaged to build an equal 
number as that ordered for rance, indi- 
cates, too, that these nervous fears are not 
yet subsided in that country, but for all this 
we do not now think here will be war In 
the short interval which elapsed between 
the election of the President of the Repub- 
he and the Proclamation of the Empire, it 
certainly seemed that war with England 
would be the diversion m favor of his plans 
to which Napoleon [c petèt would naturally 
resoit with the French people. But he 18 
now settled, (1f anything except French 
coffee can be truly settled) on the throne of 
Empire im which position we must regard 
hun. And viewed as the consummation of 
lus grand project, accomplished without the 
spilling of foreign blood, there : as httle 
féar as there would be necessity for ihe cuts 
ting off of the heads of his neighbors, by 
this Peace Emperor, to maintain. his 1ule.

admission, than merely agricultural ones, 
like Spam and Portugal, the assimilative 
powers of a manufacturing, being much su- 
perior to those of an agrieultüral popoula- 
tuer : 

As the number of States that will seek 
adimssion into the Union, cannot fail lo b> 
considerable in the course of a very few 
years, more particularly, too, if a general 
war takes place 1n. Europe, as many appre- 
hend at an early day—we think the Conati- 
tution should be amended so as. to permit 
the people to vote directly upon the ques- 
tion of admissibility, with the limitation 
that one State only shall be admitted every 
five or seven years, so as to afford within 
that time a thorough transmutation of the 
aristocratic element. We shall endeavor to 
show that Ireland is pre-emmently entitled 
to the honor of immediate admisston to the 
fullest rights of citizenship, and that com- 
pared with her eligibility, Guba, Canada, 
Mexico and the Sandwich Islands, sink into 
utter significance We are mtense belicv- 
ers in. the expansibility of democratic re- 
publican institutions, at the same time, we 
are far from admitting thé wisdom of indis- 
erininative annexation.

s The Vige President elect (Col King) 
and party arrived at Havana, from Key 
Wiest;on the 7th. ‘Phe health of Mr. King 
had not improved ; we learn from good au- 
thority that he himeelf despans of his re- 
covery. On the 16th, accompanied by bis 
friends, Mr. King embarked on board the 
United Statea steamer Fulton, for Matati- 
zag, whero they proposed staying for some 
days. t i . m 

A circumstance which created some lit- 
tle interest m Havana, occurred during Mr. 
King’s visit there It seems that etiquette 
forbid the Captain-General fiom paying bis 
respects personally toany stranger; no mat- 
ter how distinguished his rank. Mr. King, 
aware of this fact, addressed a note to Gen. 
Canedo, stating that he regiettéd that such 
wag the case, the more so as his own preca- 
rrous health put it out of his power to call 
upon him Gen, Canedo at once replied, 
requesting that Mr. King would designato a 
time when he could call on him. Mr King 
returned for answer that the effort to receive 
him would be attended with great exertrons, 
but fixed’upon the ensuing Friday, at 2 P, 
M. At the'appomted time, with great dif- 
ficully, (for he was suffering severely), he 
was prepared to receive the Captam-Gen- 
eral , but his excellency did not present 
himself. On the following moraing, Mr. 
King, through our Consul, addregsed a note 
to tho Captamn-General, reminding him that. 
he had. failed to keep the appointment, or 
send an apology, and stating, farthor, bis 
regret that he would for the future be una- 
ble’ to sce him at all. Immediately on the 
receipt of tbe last note, the Captain General 
called at Mr: Kingwbotel, accompanied by 
his euite ; but Mr K declined seeing bim, 
as did also the ladies of his party. We be- 
lieve, however, that on Mr King's leaving 
for Matanzas, a mutual interchange of cards 
took place, aud no unfriendly feeling existed 
on eithér part 

Four hours out of Havana the Bleck 
Warrior, passed thres Spanish vessels, with 
colors flying, one of which proved to be a 
man of-war brig. As the Black Warrior 
got abreast of her she fired alee gun, and 
before the colors of the steamer could be
